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At this writing, (mid December), 
OSCAR-10 is near its optimum angle 
with the sun and offers some of the 
best operating conditions available 
Since it feil on bad times. The only 
shady area is the length of the 
eclipses that the spacecraft under- 
goes during each orbit. (Was that a 
pun?) The apogee for OSCAR-10 is 
about as far north as it gets and, 
Since that is the slowest portion of 
the orbit, it spends quite a bit of 
time over the northern hemisphere. 
Conversely, the sun is at its south-— 
ernmost position and relatively long 
eclipses of the satellite are the 
result. For a crippled satellite, it 
sure is providing a lot of good 
operating for the user community. 


A team of Canadian and Russian 
skiers are scheduled to ski across 
the North Pole early in 1988 in a 
project called Skitrek. A support 
station was established at Frobisher 
Bay on Baffin Island in late November 
and a special event station was to be 
on the air from there. Canada has 
Signed a temporary third party agree- 
ment with Russia for the purposes of 
the project and, somehow, this allows 
non-hams to utilize amateur radio 
resources on the trip across the 
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pole. Their equipment consists of 
Icom micro 2AT HTs supplied by Icom 
America. The radio is speced down to 
-10 Celsius but Icom has tested them 
at -40 and they performed alright. I 
have seen the temperature dip to -55 
more than 200 miles south of there so 
I wonder how they will hold up on the 
trip all the way to the pole. The 
ski team will use several satellite 
resources, including UOSAT OSCAR-11, 
to determine their position and the 
position will be aired on UO-11’s 
Synthesized voice facility. Educa- 
tors will use the UO-11 downlink 
information to assist students in 
plotting the ski team’s position on 
Skitrek project maps. 


Arianespace enjoyed back-to-back 
successes with their Ariane launch 
vehicles in September and November. 
The next launch is now expected in 
February. Following that, another, 
slated for late March, is to carry 
AMSAT’s Phase 3-C satellite into 
orbit. Physically, the Phase 3-C 
spacecraft is similar to OSCAR-10 but 
inside they are quite different. The 
new one will carry some of the equip- 
ment developed for Phase 4 satel- 
lites. That should provide the 
opportunity for stations to develop 
the capability to use the Phase 4 
satellites as soon as they are avail-— 
able. 


“What are these phases?”", you 
ask. There is something we can learn 
this month. The so-called Phase 1 
satellites were in low orbits and 
were simple beacon type spacecraft 
with lifetimes measured in weeks.

Phase 2 satellites were the first 
to carry transponders, with the early 
ones lasting several weeks and the 
later ones hanging on for five to 
seven years. Phase 3 birds are 
characterized by highly elliptical 
orbits and carry even more sophisti- 
cated communications and telemetry 
equipment. We say that we have 
arrived each time a new mode or new 
phase is introduced, but the phase 4 
satellites will represent everything 
that the amateur radio satellite 
community has worked for since Don 
Stoner first proposed a satellite for 
amateurs. Phase 4 will be a cousin 
of the geosynchronous communications 
satellites described by Arthur C. 
Clark in 1947. Gone will be the need 
to track the spacecraft - just set 
the antenna and forget it. Better 
yet, use your HT to communicate with 
another HT on the other side of the 
world through a "gateway" station - 
you don’t need to know that your 
Signal goes to and from the satellite 
on microwaves. Surely, that will be 
the epitome of amateur radio. Its 
too bad that there won’t be anything 


new for our grand-children to do.

RUMINATIONS OF A VETERAN TEST MAKER 
Nobody ever thought of this because 
they never saw the need. But when 
making up exams, it is sometimes 
useful to vary the old 6//3 and 
12//4 routine to keep students out 
of a rut when solving simple series 
parallel circuit problems. So I 
found out one way to provide many 
variations of parallelling two re- 
sistors, to add interest, reduce 
boredom and perhaps better insure 
student mental flexibility. My 
punch line is this: Select any 
number you want. Call it X. If one 
other number, Y, *X-l, then, the 
parallel combination of two re- 
sistors, (X/Y ohms) and X ohms will 
always equal one ohm. Unless you 
write a lot more exams than I do or 
get in a rut and use the same X and 
Y every time, it will be a long time 
before your students will “catch on" 
to your time-saver. What’s 5/4 ohms 
in parallel with 5 ohms? Easy,] ohn!
